Tennis lessons, a new craft 
program and additional swim¬ 
ming classes are being of¬ 
fered by the Parks and Rec¬ 
reation Commission, Director 
Dave Sommers announced 
yesterday. 

In addition, the commission 
plans to hold an open house 
at the swimming pool on Fri¬ 
day night, Aug. 28. 

Children and adults may 
register for tennis lessons 
this Friday morning at the 
courts in Memorial Park. Ses¬ 
sions will be held each 1' riday 
morning and Monday after¬ 
noon, with Mrs. Norma Land- 
wehr as instructor. 

A fee of $1.50 will be 
charged for the 10 - lesson 
course. Any one from 10 
years of age and older may 
register. 

A NEW craft program has 
started at the Youth Hut in 
Sierra Vista Park for all ele¬ 
mentary school ago children. 
The theme of the program is 
“Indians,” and youngsters 
will have an opportunity to 
make articles used by the 
Indians and to play Indian 
games. 

The program is free of 
charge with the exception of 
a 15-cent per day fee for 
craft material. Hours are 9 
to 12;30. Monday through 
Friday. Free swimming will 
be offered from 12 to 12:30.

AIR TRAFFIC RECORD

Need Seen 
For Mass 
Education 

Today the 3 R’s plus com¬ 
mon sense are not enough 
to discharge duties of citi¬ 
zenship, Dr. Lee A. DuBridge, 
president of Caltech, said 
'Tuesday. 

Addressing members of 
the Town Hall at a luncheon 
in the Biltmore Hotel, Los 
Angeles, Dr. DuBridge out¬ 
lined a recent report to the 
President on “Education for 
the Age of Space.” 

The Caltech president is 
chairman of the Educational 
Panel of the President’s Sci¬ 
ence Advisory Committee, 
authors of the report. 

"A SUCXiESSFUL demo¬ 
cratic society,” Dr. DuBridge 
said, “in short, must have 
millions of well educated ci¬ 
tizens who can comprehend 
what the specialists and the 
leaders are proposing, and 
who have a chance to judge 
these proposals wisely.” 

He pointed out that a cen¬ 
tury ago the average person 
may have needed only ele¬ 
mentary instruction in the 3 
R’s plus a “grain of com¬ 
mon sense” to discharge the 
duties of citizenship. 

It is not surprising, Dr. Du- 
Bridge added, that the edu¬ 
cational world is in a con-

Breaking Into the Big League 
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Gin and Gasoline 

At long last it appears that the State of Cali¬ 
fornia is getting down to business in trying to stamp 
out, or, at least, substantially reduce, drunk driving. 

’ Heretofore, those who mixed gin and gasoline 
got little more than a slap on the wrist. True, fine 
Ind a few jail sentences were meted out to repeat 
offenders, but, by and large, there was little in the 
enforcement of the law to discourag drunk driving.
